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State sets 
deadline 
for protest

Although no objectors to the 
proposed $15.6 million inter- 
change construction at 1-94 
and Vining Road appeared at 
a public hearing Dec. 5, area 
residents still have until Jan. 6 
to file any environmental 
statements with the Michigan 
Department of Transportation. 

Such information should be 
mailed to Philip Chisholm, 
public hearings officer, Bu- 
reau of Transportation Plan- 
ning, Michigan Department of 
Transportation, P.O. Box 30050, 
Lansing, MI 48909. 

The interchange is being 
proposed to provide better ac- 
cess to existing and planned 
economic development cen- 
ters in or near the project area 
since Metro Airport is expect- 
ing a major expansion south of 
the interchange. 

Having considered six alter- 
natives, MDOT has now elimi- 
nated four of the proposals. 

The remaining two options 
were a no-build alternative 
and the “preferred alterna- 
tive” and the center of interest 
at the public hearing. 

It features a five-ramp 
partial-cloverleaf interchange 
that would tie in with relo- 
cated Vining Road and the 
weave lane to both directions 
of 1-94. 

The new Vining Road would 
be bridged over the railroad 
tracks and the freeway at a 
suitable angle. 

The western relocation and 
skewing of Vining Road help 
provide the required clear- 
ance for the future runway 
protection zone, according to a 
transportation department 
spokesman. 

The partial cloverleaf de- 
sign of this interchange would 
extend the distance between 
the ramps of Merriman and 
Vining interchanges. 

This extra distance along 
with the new merging lanes 
would help traffic to and from 
the Merriman, Vining and 
Wayne Road interchanges, the 
state spokesman said. 

The design of the ramps af- 
fords greater capacity, airport 
protection zone clearance and 
integration to the existing 
ramp systems of both inter 
changes at Wayne and Merri- 
man. 

MDOT, the Federal High- 
way Administration, the city of 
Romulus, Wayne County, the 
Metro Airport Authority and 
the developers of Metro World

Tougher drug 
checks urged

A determined group of 
about 30 Romulus High School 
students demanding tougher 
drug use enforcement cut 
classes and picketed in front of 
*.he high school Monday from 
7:40 a.m. to 1 p.m. 

They later were suspended 
for the day by the school ad- 
ministration. 

The leader, Christy Taylor, 
said the protest was made fol- 
lowing a series of meetings of 
Teens Against Drugs (TAD) in 
which complaints of open drug 
use by students were outlined. 

Christy claimed that many 
students--even some 
freshmen--are using drugs 
within the school and parking 
lot area. 

She claims that marijuana, 
cocaine and alcohol are among 
the drugs used by students. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. William Bedell, when in- 
formed Monday of the picket- 
ing by Principal Thomas 
Dolan, told Dolan he wanted 
the students’ fannies back in 
school or they will be sus- 
pended.” 

When they refused to return 
to classes, Bedell said, the stu- 
dents were suspended for the 
day (although at one time 
three-day suspensions were 
being planned.) 

About 10 students also were 
asked to bring their parents to 


school today to meet with as- 
sistant principals for potential 
discipline, Bedell said. 

The school superintendent 
stated “alcohol seems to be the 
drug of choice in Romulus.” 

He calls it a “severe prob- 
lem”, but claims it is not being 
consumed on campus. 

The student group “wants 
us to strip search” to find the 
alleged drugs, Bedell said, 
“and we don’t want to violate 
the students’ First Amend- 
ment rights.” 

The superintendent said 
“we have a strict drug policy 
that demands student exclu- 
sion from school if he or she is 
guilty of heavy drug possession 
or sale.” 

In addition, Bedell said “we 
have an active Students 
Against Drunk Drivers pro- 
gram at the high school and 
only last week had a group of 
rappers perform in the audi- 
torium for juniors and se- 
niors.” 

Bedell said he had no prob- 
lem with the students staging a 
protest, but hoped they would 
do it before and after school 
and “not ignore their educa- 
tion.” 

The students however 
braved the bitter cold (with 
temperatures in the teens) and 
cut classes to continue their 
school-day-long protest. 

Asked if she felt the group

2 men die as car, county truck crash

Two executives from a Japa- 
nese firm in Southfield were 
fatally injured Sunday when 
their car skidded over a me- 
dian on Merriman Road in Ro- 
mulus and crashed into a 
passing W&yne County sand 
truck. Three days earlier a cy- 
clist was also killed on Ro- 
mulus streets. 

The victims were identified 
as Katsuichi Yamada, 46 year- 
old president of NabCo USA 
Inc and the driver of the car,

and Ryuichi Sakumoto, 27, 
marketing and sales manager 
of the firm and a passenger in 
the auto. 

The victims were the sev- 
enth and eighth persons killed 
on Romulus roads in 1991. 
They reportedly were travel- 
ing from their homes in Bir- 
mingham to Metro Airport 
when the crash occurred. 

Romulus Police Officer 
Rick Schwartz said Yamada’s 
car was traveling south on 
Merriman, when he appar- 
ently lost control of his 1992 
Mercury Marquis shortly after 


he passed under an overpass, 
skidded over the median and 
landed broadside in the path 
of a county truck. 

The force of the crash 
caused massive damage to the 
car and required aid from 
members of the Romulus Fire 
Department to extricate the 
passenger, who later was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival at An- 
napolis Hospital. 

Several persons listed as 
doctors reportedly were giving 
CPR aid to Yamada when first 
officers arrived at the scene, 
but left before investigators 


could question them, accord- 
ing to police reports. 

In a separate incident, dur- 
ing a rainstorm on Thursday 
night, a 31- year-old biker was 
killed when he was struck by a 
car near the Salvation Army 
Adult Rehabilitation building 
on Goddard Road. 

The victim, Conrad Strange, 
reportedly was pedaling his 
lightless bike the wrong way 
on Goddard Road when he was 
struck by the vehicle. 

Strange, a beneficiary of the 
Salvation Army Rehabilitation 
program, originally was from 


Central Detroit. He was the 
third cyclist to die within the 
city in 1991. 

He was pronounced dead at 
11:16 p.m. Thursday at An- 
napolis Hospital. 

Schwartz said Strange was 
only a short distance from the 
driveway of the Salvation 
Army, when the accident oc- 
curred. 

He also urged that holiday 
time drivers exercise extreme 
care, slow down and allow ex- 
tra time for commuting during 
poor weather conditions. 


II memories recaptured here in print

The television documen- 
taries focused on the 50 year 
anniversary of the bombing of 
Pearl Harbor brought back an- 
other memory for Geroge 
Simko of Romulus. 

Simko, a school mainte- 
nance worker, recalled vividly 
his actions at the time and 
knew he had even saved some 
documentation of that fateful 
time. 

“All of a sudden I remem- 
bered the newspaper I had 
saved marking the end of the 
war,” Simko said. “When I 
bought the newspaper back in 
1945, 1 read it and was about to 
discard it But then I felt toss- 
ing it away would have been a 
slap in the face of all the 
American servicemen who 
had fought and died in World 
War 11. 

“I just couldn’t throw it 
away, so I put it in my dresser 
and saved it all this time. 

He took it to work the next 
day and displayed it for co-

workers at the Romulus school 
system and then stopped and 
visited with The Romulus Ro- 
man staff. 

The huge red and black 
headlines declared on Aug. 14, 
1945 “Japs Announce Surren- 
der” and carried a United 
Press wire story quoting a 
Swiss broadcast that said the 
Empire of Japan had accepted 
Allied terms for surrender. 

Simko said it cost only five 
cents to purchase the news 
paper then. “Today it is a 
priceless memory for me," he 
said.

Recycle 
holiday trees 
for future

There’s plenty of life left in 
the family Christmas tree after 
the holidays, according to 
growers. 

Among the suggestions by 
the National Christmas Tree 
Association are: 

• Place the tree in the gar- 
den for use as a winter bird 
feeder and shelter. Orange 
slices and bird food can be 
used to attract birds. 

• Because Christmas trees 
are biodegradable, the 
branches can be removed and 
used as mulch in the garden 
and the trunk can be chopped 
for mulch. 

• Large quantities of trees 
make effective sand and soil 
erosion barriers, especially at 
beaches. 

• When sunk into fish ponds, 
trees make excellent refuge 
and feeding areas. 

Some communities have re- 
cycling programs for their 
trees. For example, Van Buren 
Township residents can bring 
their trees to Van Buren Park 
Jan. 4 and 5 and the trees will 
be exchanged for seedling cer- 
tificates which may be re 
deemed in the spring. 

The recycled Christmas 
trees are used as shelters for 
animals. The trees also 

can be processed into 
mulch and wood chips can be 
used along the park trails.

Fourth graders tell the age-old tale

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The punishment 
fits the crime 

Traditionally, a new year usually brings it resolutions 
about changes in lives and lifestyles. 

There is the omnipresent annual vow to lose weight, 
stop smoking or begin to lead a better life. These usually 
last only a few months or until the individual making the 
pledge decides that these New Years resolutions would be 
best given up for Lent. 

But state lawmakers have taken the concept of changes 
for a new year seriously and beginning Jan. 1, 1992, there 
will be a whole new attitude and philosophy regarding 
drunk driving in this state. 

It’s about time. 

Now, impaired drivers will face nearly $4,000 in costs in 
addition to the increased charges for automobile insur- 
ance they will pay. New laws require that a drivers license 
be surrendered and physically destroyed at the time of an 
arrest for drunk driving. Convictions for driving under the 
influence of alcohol will require a mandatory 30-day li- 
cense suspension or, upon a second offense, require that 
the offender spend 48 hours of consecutive jail time or 10 
days of community service. 

And that’s just the beginning. 

Lawmakers have also determined and approved a five- 
year felony offense for any person convicted of drunk driv- 
ing which causes a long-term incapacitating injury to an- 
other person. Any conviction for drunk driving which 
causes death will now be a 15-year felony in the state of 
Michigan. 

They aren’t fooling around here. 

In 1990, 738 people died in alcohol-related crashes in 
Michigan, that’s 47.2 percent of all accidents. Statistics 
demonstrate that two of every five state residents will be 
involved in an alcohol-related accident and that one of 
every three people killed in one of these alcohol-related 
accidents is not the drinking driver. 

We cannot strongly enough support these new laws and 
these new penalties. It is unfortunate that it has taken 
until 1992 for these penalties to become effective and for 
laws to be enacted which will protect the victims of drunk 
drivers. 

For that is what we are, every one of us, a potential 
victim. A drunk driver has no conscience and no control. 
Both the mind and the body of these killers are impaired 
and every individual is threatened by their actions. 

We h ope these new laws force these irresponsible and 
dangerous individuals to take action to protect others 
when they decide to drink. We hope drunk driving will 
now be accepted for what it is.. .a life-threatening criminal 
offense. 

Our lawmakers have given us, each and every one, one 
of the most important and significant gifts any holiday has 
ever brought. They have taken steps to protect our lives 
and the lives of our children. 

We each owe them a debt of gratitude.

Last week, tragedy struck when 13-year-old Jacob 
Becker choked on a hot dog at school and subsequently 
died. 

Our deepest most heartfelt sympathies to his parents, 
his family and his friends and classmates at Romulus Ju- 
nior High School. 

The tentative hold each of us has on life is never an easy 
realization and the impermanence of life is rarely consid- 
ered in our youth. Those who knew and loved Jacob 
Becker are faced with the end of a life not completed in a 
fireak and frightening accident. 

The impermanence of our lives and those of the people 
we love might be worth consideration, particularly at this 
time of year. Each of us could face the grief, the despair 
and the pain that Jacob’s family and friends must now 
endure. Their pain could so easily be ours. 

Perhaps we ought to tell those we cherish that we love 
them, today and every day.

Snow will soon be falling 

and once again the Postal Ser- 
vice respectfully requests the 
cooperation of residents and 
businesses in keeping walk- 
ways clear. Shoveling and 
sanding or salting stairways 
and sidewalk appraoches to 
mail boxes will help prevent 
many of the slipping and fal- 
ling injuries suffered by letter 
carriers eaach winter. Our car- 
riers are anxious to provide 
you with quick, efficient ser- 
vice but will be unable to if 
mail boxes are inaccessible 
due to snow and ice. Please 
keep the following points in 
mind this winter 

• Door delivery: Because of 
the potential for injury, letter 
carriers are not permitted to 
attempt delivery where there 
is heavy build-up of snow and 
ice on sidewalks, steps and 
porches. Painted porches are a 
particular hazard when cov- 
ered with even a dusting of 
snow. Do you have handrails 
by the stairs? They can pre- 
vent a minor slip from becom- 
ing a major injury to yourself 
or visitors to your property. 

• Curb delivery: Again, be- 
cause of the accident/injury 
potential, carriers are not per- 
mitted to dismount for curb- 
line boxes blocked due to 
snow and ice build up. Nor are 
they permitted to back up. 
Clear away the snow back to 
the curbline for at least 6 feet 
on both sides of the box so the 
carrier may approach and 
leave without backing the ve- 
hicle. 

If you’ve ever slipped on 
someone’s unshoveled walk 
you’ve experienced the frus- 
trations of our letter carriers 
and know the potential for in- 
jury. So when the snow begins 
to fly please consider your 
mail carrier, newspaper car- 
rier, etc. who must face these 
hazards daily. Continued coop 
eration like that received in 
previous years will enable 
them to give the quality of ser- 
vice you deserve. And all visi- 
tors to your home will benefit.

“And, at times, I find my- 
self constantly trying to cut 
through those emotions.” 

There is one post-season 
honor, the Associated News- 
papers Sports Staff would 
like to add to the never- 
ending string of Fred 
Thomann’s successes. He is 
the unanimous choice for 
Coach of the Year.

The long awaited Rouge 
River clean-up moved a mighty 
step closer this week, as Con- 
gressmen John D. Dingell (D- 
Trenton) and William D. Ford

tation of the $46 million clean 
up plan. 

The funding was approved 
by Congress in October and 
Dingell said “it represents a 
major victory for the clean-up 
of the Rouge River.”
